CANNOT deicribe the perfonef Montgomery. 


Suffice itto fay, that lis figure was even finer 
jae tnat of his fon, who relembies him very 
mach. The warm and lively interett he took for 
my mother, the manly tendernefs which he difco- 
vered when he faw her diftrefs, and the trouble 
which he inftantly andertook to encounter for us, 
were powerful incentives to me to admire and e- 
feem him. I then thought him the nobleft of bu- 
man beings, and a few days convinced me that he 
deferved all the partiality my young heart had 
conceived for him. The new Lord Peveniev, who 
intended to have reached my mother’s houle before 
fie could have notice of his journey (aed was pre- 
vented only by the zeal of the tutor who had the 
care of my brothers,) arrived on the third day 
after Mehad received thefe fatal tidings. He was 
2 man not much turned of forty, but with ahach 
and Rern countenance, a large, heavy per{oo, and 
2 formal, cold manner. He brovght with bim a 
lawyer from England, and engaged another ia 
France to accompany him to the houle; where, 
with very little ceremony, he demanded of my 
motherail the jewels and effects of his decealed 
brother. Summoning all her refolution, and tup- 
ported by Montgomery, who never lef her, fhe 
tried to go through with this dreadful ceremony 
with fome degree of fortitude. She delivered, 
with wembling hands, a far, a {word fet with 
brilliaats, and feveral other family jewels. She 
tien opened a cakket, in which her owa were in- 
clofed, and Lord Peveafey was taking them from 
her, when Moprtgemery interfered, faying that 
they were her’s, and he flwald nox futfer ber to 
part with them. 

It would be tedious to relate the fcenes which 
poled between Lord Pevensey, his lawyer, and 
Montgomery ; who finding it,neceflary, engaged 
lawyers on the part of my mother. A will of the 
Inte Lord had been fouod among the papers which 
fhe had put in the poffeffion of Montgomery, in 
which an annuity of eight huadred a year wasiet- 
ted on my mother, -ad all his eftates charged 
with the payment of ten thoufand pounds to each 
of my brothers, and two to me. This will the 
prefent Lord difputed ; and the contending ,par- 
ties prepared for law, the circumftance.of the cafe 
tes it neceffary that this contention fhoeld be 
cartied on as well in England as in France. 

The fpirits and healeh of my mother gradually 
declined. The frieadthip, the unwearied kind- 
nefs of Montgomery, alone fupported -her: but 
neither bis atteation or mine could cure the ma- 
lady of the mind, or bind up the wounds of a 
broken heagt. 

J will noe detain you with relating the various 
txpedieuts for accommodation which were im the 
courte of the frfl month propofed by the relations 
of the family, who knew the tendernefs the late 
Lord Pevenfey had for my mother ; that he con- 
fidered her as his wife; and that her.conduct could 
not have been more unexceptionadle had fhe real- 
ty been fo, Still lingering in France, and fill 





viditing a houfe into which his cruelty had intro- 
duced great mifery, the proceedings of Lord Pe- 
venfey wore a wery extraordinary appearance. 
My mother now confined almolt entirely to her 
room ; and Montgomery copcealed from her his 


uncafinefs at what he remarked: but to me he ° 


fpoke more freely, and tai me he was very fure 
his Lordtiip had other defigns thin he {vfered 
immediately to appear. Ta a tow days the trash 
of his conjecture became evident. I +35 alone in 
a {mali room at the end of the hou!*, where | had 
a harpfichord which | had removed thither fince 
my mother’s illne{s. She was aileep. Montgo- 
mery, on whom my imagiaation bed tong been 
accattomed to dwell with inexpreflivle delighr, 
had been detained for two days from as. Thole 
days had appeared two ages to me; aud his ab- 
feace, combioed with the uncafiaeG of our fiiwa- 
tion, and the fate of my mother’s health, depref- 
fed my fpirits, and I fought to footh them by mu- 
fic. A little melancholy air, which I often fang 
to Montgomery, was before me; it expreffed my 
feclings ; and I was loft in the pleafurc of expre/- 
fing them, when the door from the garden opened, 
and Lord Pevenfey ftalked, in his formal manner, 
into the room. 

I arofe infkaatly from my feat; bat he took my 
hand, and with an air of familiarity, bade me fir 
down again. Then drawing a chair clofe to me, 
he looked in my face, and cried—‘* Sweet Caro- 
line ! fhe will not rufafe to fins to me! She does 
not hate me, and will perhaps be the lovely me- 
diatrix who thal! adjaft a!! dilerences betweca me 
and her mother.” 

‘« T have no power, Sir, to adjult differences,” 
anfwered J, much alarmed at his lock and man- 
ner. ‘* Indeed you have, my charming gir!,”’ 
cried he, attempting very rucely to kils me; 
** and if you will ouly be feafivle of the fame 
friendihip for me, as your mother had for my 
brother, every thing he left in her poffcflion hall 
be hers. Nay, 1 will make you fole miftrefs of 
my fortune, and the thall enjoy all fhe claims with 
her beloved Montgomery.” 


I cannot defcribe what I felt at that moment. 
I knew not what I faid, in the ficil emotion of 
terror. and anger; 1 flew to the door, but it was 
faftened. I then attempted to reach that which 
led to the garden, but he cavgbt me in his arms. 
I thrieked, 1 flraggied to difengage myitelf, while 
the wretch exclaimed—‘* Violent airs thefe, for 
the daughter of Mrs. Douglas to give herfeif! 
Pretty affectation in a girl who has been brought 
vp on the wages of proftitution!’’ J heard this 
cruel infult, bar, unable to anfwer, I could only 
redouble my cries. ‘The. monfler endeavoured to 
argue with me; bat, incapable of beariog, I tri- 
ed only to efcape bim, when the door was broke 
open with great force, andMontgomery burft into 
the room. 

Without ftaying to enqnire into the caufe of my 
fhrieks, he flew at Lord Pevenfey, whom he pi- 
nioned ia a moment to the wainicoat, A fcene 
followed fo terrifying, that I canaot do it juftice. 
Lord Pevenfey, far from apologizing for his con- 
duét, had the bratith audacity to repeat to Mont- 
gomery his infalting farcafm againit my mother ; 
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la to mate, that he him had takew

training it. Secing me to all appearance dying 
on tue fi or where l had falier he gu tted his ad- 
verfarv, and came to raife and reftore me.

cnis2 however perfonal vengeance againft Mont- 


g2%uery, aud that he would redouble every at- 


teapt to ruin my mother, whom be again infult- 
ed with juch enitsets, that Montgomery was with 
difficulty with-held from following him, and de- 
minding an immediate reparation. Dreadful as 


this fcene hid been, it was fucceeded by one which 
would have made me forget all its bitrernefs, bad 
not other confequences followed. When Lord 
Pevenfey was departed, Montgomery returned 
back to me; and while I thanked him as well as 
I was able, for the protection he afforded me, he 
confefl:d, with agitation almoft equal to mine, 
that from the firft moment he had feen me, he had 
loved me: that his affe€tion, which had fince en 
creafed ; every hevr, had made him extremely 
attentive to every thing that related tome; and 
that he had been long convinced of the defigns 
of Lord Pevenfey, and forefeen that to obtain me, 
he would aff delays, and hold out hopes of 
cempromife. ‘ I'll however as I thought of 
hin,’’ continued he; ‘* I could not have believed 
that his villainy woald have gone fuch lengths, or 
have been fo unpuardedly betrayed. Now we 
have evety thing to apprehend that money or chi- 
canery can execute,” 

This ®as wo time for referve or affectation. I 
anfwered that [ feared only what might affe his 
perfonal fafety, that the threats of Lord Peveniey 
in that refpect diftra@ed me with terror, and that 
I thew!@ not have a moment’s tranquility till I faw 
a life fecure which I very frankly confefled was 
infinitely dearer to me than my own. 


J: would be uninterefting to you, my dear Mifs 


Chefterville, were Ito defcribe the raptures of 
Montgomery on the difcovery of my fentimeants. 
A icene téo tender to be related followed; and 
we were recalled from the delightful avowal of 
matyal paffion, by a mefl:ge from my mother, 
who had been awakeoed by the confufion which 
bad happened below, and whofe fervants had ia- 
difcreetly told her what they knew of its occafions 
As the bad been informed of fo much, it was im- 
poflible to conceal from her any part of what had 
paffled. Thoogh Montgomery foftened as much 
as he could the opprobriows fpeeches which Lord 
Pevenfey had made relative to her, they funk 
deeply into her mind: he faw how much the was 
aficAed, and ended the conver{ation as foon as he 
could. But when he had left us, my mother de- 
firéd I would return to her, and thus fpoke to me. 


*« Caroline, I will attempt vo longer to deceive 
you. I feel mytelf dying. A few days] am 
convinced will terminate my life, and my fuffer- 
ings. I leave my poor boys with few friends to 
conteft the will of their father againit all the 
weight of afiluence and power. And you! oh 
child of my firh affeftions, I leave you with all 
phat fatal beauty of which my weak heart has been 
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foolithly prowd, to encounter not merely indi- 
geace, but the balenefs of a world, where your 
mother’s charaéter, jultified [hope and believe it 
is in the fight of Heaven, will expofe you to the 
infolent addrefles of the profligate; where you 
will be told, that 2s the mother deviated from the 
narrow path of reétitude, the daughter cannot 
purfue ic. My errors will be urved co betray my 
Caroline to deftruction ; and when the refle&ts on 
the example of her mother, the will perhaps learn 
to delert her precepts.”

Tf all other chriftians tell 
trath no reliance isto be hid on England, the 
buys and fells all mankind. ‘he O:comans have 
no connection with your King, nor your country— 
we never fought for your advice, your interference 
or frieadthip; we have no minitier, no agency, 
no eorrefpoadence with you ; for what reafon offer 
ye then to meditate for us with Ruffia? Why feek 
ye to ferve 2a empire of Lafidels, as ye call us 
Muffulmea? We want not your friendihip, aid, 
or meditation, Your Vizier, of whom you {peak 
fo highly, mutt have fome projec of deception ia 
view, opprefiive fcheme to amufe your aation, 
whom we are told arecredulous, fervile, and ado- 
rers of money. Avarice, if we are well inferin- 
ed, is your chief charaéteriftic ; you would buy 
and fell your God : Money is your deity ; and all 
things is commerce with your miniltcy, with your 
nation. Come you then to fell us to Ruffia? No, 

Jet us bargain for ourlelves: When fate has fpun 

out the thread of our good fortune, we mult yield; 

what has been decreed by God and the prophet of 
men, mult and wil! come to pafs. We Ottomans 
kaow no finefle, Duplicity and cunning are your 

Chriitiaa morals. We are not alhamed to be ho- 

neft, downright, plain and faithful ieeour fate. 

maxims. If we fallin war we fubmic tothe will 
of Heaven, decreed from the beginaing. We 
have long lived in fpleador the firft powers on earth, 
and we glory in bavid® triumphed for ages over 
chriftian infiJelity and depravity, mixed with all 
forts of vice and hypocrily ; we adore the God of 
nature, aod believe in Mahemet. You neither 
believe in the God you pretend to worlhip, nor 
his Son, whorm you call both your God and your 

Prophet. What relance ean there be upou fach 

a facriligious race? Troth you banifh a5 you do 

virtue, from ali your conduft and a@ions with each 

other; read the catalogue of the complaints, ma- 
nifetloes, declarasions aod remonitrances of all the 
chriflian Kings, Monarchs, and Emperors, who 
have lived and warred with each other; you find 
them «!! eguaily blatpbemous, equally periidious, 
equaliy cruci, usjui aad faichlets totheir engage- 
meats. Didthe Turk ever forfeit bis promife, 
word, or hooor? No! Did ever a chriftian power 
keep an cogegemest, but while it fuited bis own 
avarice or ambition? No! How thea do you think 
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we are to truft you, a nation at this moment, if 
told truth, ruled by a perfidious adminittration, 
without one grain of virtue to guide the machine 
of State? The Grand Signier has no public inter- 
courfe with your court; he wants none. If you 
with to remaia here, either as a {py, or, as you 
term youriclf, an Ambsffador for your coart, you 
may live with thofe of other chriitian nations, 
while you demean yourfelf with propriety ; but 
we want neither your aid by fea or land, sor you 
counfel or meditation. I have no order to thank 
you for your offer, becaufe it is by the Divan 


» deemed officious; nor have [ any command to 


thank you for the offer of your naval aflitance, 
becaufe it is what the Porte never dreamed of ad- 
mitting into our feas. What you have to do with 
Roffia we neither know Or care ; our concerns with 
that court we mean to finifh, as fuits ourfelves, 
and the maxims of our laws and ftate-policy. 

If you are not the moft profligate chriftian na- 
tion, as you are charge@ to be, you are undoubted- 
ly the boldeft, in eftrontery, ia offering to bring 
uch « power as Ruffiato terms; iuch as you and 

_fome other trivial chriftians united, fancy your- 
felves equal to command—we know better, and 
therefore this effrontery of yours amounts rather 
to audacity ; and to an imbecile dictation, which 
mutt render your councils at home mean and con- 
temptible, and your advice abroad, unworthy of 
wifdom, or attention from any power, much le/s 
the regard “of the Porte, which on all occafions 
wherein its minifters had liftened to you, have ex- 
perienced evil, either in your defigns or in your 
ignorance—His fublime Highnefs can not be too 
much upon his guard againft the attempts and pre- 
famption of a nation fo perfidious to the intereft 
of its fubjeéts (or colonifts)—but it it is the ofual 
way of chriftian Princes to fell and cede over their 
fubjects to each other for money. Every peace 
made among you, as we are well informed, is 
made favourable to the King that beft bribes. ‘The 
Ottoman miniftry have too long and too often gi- 
ven car to European councils, and as often as they 
did fo, they either were betrayed, fold, or de- 
ceived—away then with your interference for the 
Porte with Rafa. 

Ichas been your aim to embroil all mankind, 
and thereafter to profit by your perfidy. We afk 
not, want not, nor defire your commerce, becaufe 
our merchants have been facrificed to your double 
dealings, you have no religion, but gain—avarice 
is your only God, and the chriftian faith you pro- 
fe(s, is but a mask for.your hypocrify—we will 
hear no more from you—therefore you are com- 
manded to make no reply.

Hurricane. 

Baffterre, (St. Chrifephers) Auguf? 6.—On 
Wedacfday the rit init. moit of the fhips in this 
road were preparing to depart for Europe; but 
from the multiplicity of bufinefs to be done on that 
day, none of the commanders could geton board 
before the evening, whea from the ftrong wind 
and heavy fweil which then prevailed, every effur; 
that was made to get the thips under way, proved 
fruitlefs. In the morning of Tharfday, a moit 
diftrefling fcene prefeated iticif, for the wind which 
had fhifted in the courfe of the night from the 
north to the weft, fouth-weff, and fouth, blew a 
violent gale, which precluded every endeavour to 
get to fea. In this dreadful ficvation molt of the 
vefiels dragged their anchors, and for fome time 
it was expected that none of them could ride out 
the ftorm. The brig George and Margaret, 
Capt. Afhington, which was ready to fail for Lon- 
don; the Mfabella, Capt. Carnegie, nearly load- 
ed, and te have failed in a few days for Glafzow, 
were flranded ; as alfo the Moop India Ciitte, 
Capt. Brafden, the property of Meflrs. Cliftoa, 
King and Co, the fchooner Convert, Capt. Paw- 
fon, the property of Mr. Thomas Waddy, and 
the fchooner Friends, the little all of the Captain 
Mathew Lifford; thefe veffels were provideniially 
drove fo near the fhore, that the refpective crews 

ot to land withoor any lives being loft. Al! the 
Rowe on board the fhip and the brig, fome on 
board the fmaller veffels, are loft. ‘Ihe Friends 
are gone to pieces, the others now lay ftranded. 

About eight o’clock in the morning, the hhip 
Britanr. af fully loaded, and pailengers on board, 
parted her cables and ftrack on the bar about 200 
yards from the fhore ; at which time a boat with 
much <iificulty got along fide. Jofeph M. Wood- 
year, Eig. who was one of the paflengers, gotin 
the boat not with a view to. perfonal fafety, but 
for the purpole of making a hazardous attempt to 
carry arop: tothe fhore, which was mide falt to 
araft that had been previoufly confiructed ; the 
rope unfortunately broke as fooa as he got to the 
fhore, and although feveral attempis were made to 
get the boatof again, none of them proved {uc- 
cefsful. 

The fhip futtained the fary of the boifterous 
waves fromgeight till about ten o’clock, whea the 
hegan to go to pieces, and then the moft grievous 
fcene preleated itfelf to the f{pectators on fhore— 
the more fo, as not the leait afliftance could be 
given to the uofortunate fuiferers. Aticmpts were 
made by fome of the crew to reach the thore, in 
which feveral perithed—-a few were faved: The 
Capt. with a few others cuatinued on the wreck 
till three o’clock, when he was fo exhaulted that 
he either Joft his hold or quitted the wreck— he 
moft vigorous endeavours were now made to refcuc 

«him from the watery grave, he was brought on 
fhore, buc fo far fpeat that every means uled for 
bis recovery proved ineffectual.—Mrs, Moore and 
her two children, and three foldicrs, with two 
women and a child were paflengers, all of whom 
perithed, except one foldier, with. feveral of the 
crew.—-There were 32 people on board, of which 

‘-only ren furviveds—the hoaves of a!! the others 
were found and interred on Friday lait. 

Capt. Woodyear was a geotleman defervedly 
eheemed in life, and very geaerally lamented ia 





death. He has left a widow and three children to 
bewail his untimely end. 

The brig , Capt. Sotrerthwaite, is frand- 
ed at Old road, and a negro maa drowaed. 

SHIP NEWS. 

Norfolk, Aug. 8.—Lak Wednefday arrived here 
the floop Many, John Evans, matter, from An- 
tigua: la lat 35, 12, N. long.71, 21, W. faw 
a floop butto.a upwards, with ber tails and rigging 
hanging under her, appareatly a new velfei of 
avout 30 teet keel, loaded wita lumber by the 
qgvantity of thingies which were about her—could 
not make out her name. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 25.—Capt. Saltus, of the 
floop M iry, arrived lait Vuciday from St. Kites 
and Euitatia, brings accounts of a very fewere 
gale of wind, whic eon the sft of the pre- 
lent month, at four O'clock P. M. The wind 
looked trom Eaft, to N. N. EK. begining to blow 
ahurricane. Atten P. M. it came to N,N. W. 
tit! continuing to blow a hurricane. Oa the 2d. 
of Aug. at two o’clock A. M. the wind veered 
round to W, S$. W. the hurricane blowing as vio- 
lent as ever till two in the afternoon, when it be- 
gan to abate. Dusing the hurricane, the fhip 
Britania of London, Woodger, mafter, that was 
ready tor fea, with 650 hogtheads of fogar and 
150° bales cotton, brove from her anchors, and 
went on thore at St. Kis. ‘The Capt. eight gen- 
tlemen and ladies paflengers, and his crew, all

At St. Euitatia, A Dutch 
fhip, with 500 ho, theads of fugar, was driven on 
thore and loit; the people taved: alfo went ou 
fhore an American floop aad two Englith veffels. 
Oa the 2d. Ang. a brig in putting to fea went on 
fhore on the Weit fide of Sr. Euttatia; ber crew 
all perithed. Several veticis put to fea out 
of St. Euftatia road, mof of whom returned on 
the 3d. of Auguft, withoet any damage. Great 
number of houfes were blown down, and people 
killed in St. Bartaolomew: twoveffels on thore 
there, and the greater part ef their cargoes pe- 
rifhed. 

Aug. 29.—By the chooner Pot Chaife, we are 
informed that they picked up two men off the 
wreck of the f{chooner, of Newbury Port, who 
was caft away in the gale on the 6th. ‘The Poit 
Chaife failed firft fromm isarbadoes and went into 
Bermada, where the two men were put on fhore, 
viz, Capt. Adams and a failor, ——-= Stanwood, 
The mate and crew of the Fame had all perithed.
